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R ecollections o f the old flc to rs .— T h o “ A l­ 
c h e m ist,” “ Old C ity 
M a n n ers,” 
and other 
p ow erfu l com edies o f Ben Jon son and the con* 
tem porary dramatists, have often been acted 
to m ost crowded h o u ses in m y tim e— have 
con ferred —justly , indeed, during their ow n 
tim e, Very lasting and well-m erited reputation 
on the e m in e n t actors w h o performed in them ; 
y e t these pieces w ill, in all probability, never 
be performed a<»ain with a like relish, at least, 
not in our day, for this sim ple reason — the 
m erit of the performance would not be felt 
nor relished by the au d ien ce, tQu w hose notice 
th e y m ig h t *be offered. 
O f this inability to 
appreciate character 1 will g iv e an exam p le, 
w h ich , though rather broad 1 m ust con fess, J 
k n ow to be quite correct. 
G arrick, in the? very earliest part o f his ca ­ 
reer, acquired a vWy lugh reputation for the 
ffnwer he displayed in perform ing A bel D ru g - 
g e r , in the ‘A lch em ist” — the m ost powerful 
contrast w hich could be produced to R ich a rd , 
J lu m let, M acbeth, and other prodigies of the 
talents displayed by him, to astonish all the 
cou n try — and that bis 
su cc ess 
was equally 
great in this insignificant but difficult part, 
w h ich he*suatained, very frequently, through 
his long life, may be proved by this a n ecd ote, 
w h ich I have the m eans o f k n o w in g lo be au­ 
thentic. 
Peter Garrick, the elder brother, lived at 
Litchfield, at his ease, upon the incom e he 
possessed. 
On the occasion o f som e to w n s­ 
m an c o m in g to L on d o n , Peter Garrick ad­ 
dressed 
a letter to his 
brother 
D avid, 
in 
South am p ton stspet, w here be then lived, re­ 
questin g him to sh ow the lions o f London to 
their to w n sm a n , with w hatever other civ ili­ 
ties he could offer. 
T h e m ap of Litchfield 
arrived m the g r e a t city, proceeded to S o u th ­ 
am pton street, and on k n o ck in g at the door 
w as told Mr Garrick was not at hom e, being 
• ngaged to attend the rehearsal at l>rury-lane 
theatre that m orning, as he m ust play M e l 
D ru g g e r in the “ A lc h e m ist” that e v e n in g , 
w h en he would be sure to see h im , i f he did 
not find him before. 
John o f Licthfield, actin g ngreenbly to this 
inform ation, w en t to the theatre, hut instead 
of 
returning to 
S outham pton-street, 
w en t 
back to Lichfield, w h ere he attended to his 
o w n busin ess, and took no notice of Peter 
G arrick. 
T h e latter g en tlem an , surprised at this n e ­ 
g lect, was at som e pains to g et sight o f his 
tow n sm an : and at last su cceed ed , by g ettin g 
him into his parlor, in obtaining the desired 
opportunity to question him 
w h y he did not 
bring an answ er to his letter. 
“ Because 
your 
brother 
did not 
g iv e 
a n y ,” was the co n clu sive answ er. 
“ In d eed ,” said Peter, “ that is very extraor­ 
dinary, for D avid is g en erally more correct 
in his correspondence. 
W h at did he say to 
y o u ?” 
T h e man was silent. 
Peter now saw 
there was som eth in g to be exp la in ed in the 
b u sin ess; and insistin g on an an sw er, kept 
him in the room till it was giv en . 
John o f 
L itchfield took fire at tins coercion, exclaim 
in g — 
“ W ell, master G arrick, as you w ill have an 
a n sw er, you 
shall 
have it, take it 
as you 
please. 
I w en t to Southam pton-Btreet— D a ­ 
vid was not at h o m e ; they said f m ight go to 
him at the Playhouse. 
W e ll, they made m e 
pay three shillings lo go in, w h ich I thought 
a strange p roceeding; h ow soever, that 
was 
n o th in g ; w hen he did sh o w h im self he was 
the nastiest, dirtiest, shuffling little blackguard 
that 1 ev er put m ay e y e s upon. 
1 would not 
speak to him , nor see linn, or ow n him as a 
to w n sm a n , though he is you r brother ; so I 
cam e a w a y , and left 
him to play his dirty 
tricks by h im self ”
